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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/21/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. See argument below. 

I. Rejection of claims 1,6-8,10-12 under 35 USC 102(b) will be maintained in light 
of amendment filed 3/21/06. Applicant argues that Yamaguchi teaches a ratio of 
1:1.33 of MIT:MBI whereas the instant claims recite a ratio 750:1 to 1:1. Example 
argues that Yamaguchi teaches a combination comprising 99 to 1 parts MIT and 
1 to 99 parts MBI, which would fall within the instant ratio of MIT:MBI of 750:1 to 
1:1. For this reason the rejection on record is maintained. 

I I . Claims 3-5.9 are allowable for reason on record.
